NOTICE AND SUMMARY OF FILING 

As required by the Amended Protective Order in this matter, undersigned counsel 
hereby gives notice that on July 2, 2007 at 3:30 p.m., a copy of Petitioners' Further Notice of Ac- 
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tivity in Guantanamo Cases was delivered to the Court Security Officer for clearance for public 
filing. 

The Notice argues that the Supreme Court's grant of certiorari in Boumediene v. 
Bush, 476 F.3d 981 (D.C. Cir. 2007), militates in favor of staying these actions at least until the 
Court decides Boumediene. The Notice also advises the Court that other Guantanamo detainees 
have filed motions to recall the D.C. Circuit's mandate ordering dismissal of their cases in light 
of the grant of certiorari in Boumediene. 

The Notice will be filed via the Electronic Case Filing system when it has been 
cleared by the Court Security Office.
